Claims 16-23 are canceled. 

Reason for Allowance 

2. Regarding claims 1-15, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a method for establishing a 
logical point to point connection in a network comprising a plurality of connected switching 
nodes, the method comprises a step at intermediate switching nodes along a logical point to point 
connection within the network, receiving data that includes the label value and then transferring 
the data to the next hop node for the label value, in combination with other limitations, as 
specified in the independent claim 1. 
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Regarding claims 24-33, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a metropolitan area 
network that comprises an ingress node that establishes a layer 2 logical point-to-point 
connection through the intermediate nodes to the egress node by assigning a label to the Ethernet 
frames that the intermediate nodes associate with the identified next hops along the point-to- 
point connection, in combination with other limitations, as specified in the independent claim 24.
